I would have lost that 
race, because I wouldn’t have started 
without an ambulance in attendance. 

Pm sure Pm one of many who went 
to see Thorsten Hallman ride, but his 
scooter broke, and he became a spec- 
tator. Since many people paid to see 
him ride, why didn’t the “works” team 
work a switch so Mr. Hallman could 
ride? E 

For the price that was charged for 
admission, they could have had extra 
help for the much needed enforcement 
of spectator and rider control. 

As a bike rider, and a new comer to 
motocross, I was highly disillusioned 
by the “Big Race.”

Engine Design Potential 
Two-Stroke Or Four For More!?

The four-cycle engine’s domination of the racing world ended not with a bang, nor 
yet a whimper, but in the high pitched scream of a new swarm of two-cycle power 
pumps that give their poppet valved opponenta big advantage in cylinder displacement 
and then beat him, it seems, almost every time, 

Is the two-cycle design basically superior because it fires on every other stroke 
while the one-two-three-bang four-cycle ‘‘wastes’’ revs exhausting old smoke and 
sucking in a new charge? Many experts say yes, meaning that the antique 4-cycle 
engines we see running against the latest two-stroke designs are getting piston 


whipped. 


But four-cycle lovers aren’t ready to hang it up yet. They say that the full intake 
stroke of the four-cycle is the key to its advantage over the two-stroke design. They 
point out the modern MV Three’s current domination in the 350 and 500cc grand prix 
classes. And did not the Honda fours and sixes quit winners only last year, and isn’t 
the Moto-Guzzi V-8 still considered the most powerful 500cc racer of all? These are 


four-stroke engines. 


‘A two-stroke engine has fewer moving parts, is easier to build and easier to up- 
date than the complicated four-stroke. Most of the four-stroke engines being raced 
today were designed in the ‘thirties,to serve a dual road and track purpose, Prolific 
Honda has turned out many new four-stroke designs, but the only ones for sale were 


designed for utility transportation. They 


machines, 


shudder that we try to turn them into racing 


Two-cycle engines will probably continue to rule the small displacement classes, 
and efforts like the Kawasaki Mach III, the Yamaha 350 and the rumored Suzuki 750ce 
two-strokes will try to extend their winnings into the large caliber classes. But the 
four-stroke makers are not idle. We hear rumblings of new designs that may herald 
a whole new era of four-stroke sophistication. Four-valve heads and multiple cylind- 
ers are already on the scene, Perhaps supercharging will come into play. We just 
want to alert readers that the fight is by no means over. Don’t count out the four- 


stroke yet.

Ascot 50 Lap National TT

GARDENA, CALIF. July 12 — It was a 
night with enough upsets and setbacks 
among the riders to make anyone who 
stayed home sorry if they thought the 50 
lapper was going to be boring.

46.32, followed by Gene Romero (Tri- 
umph) at 46,48, After the riders parade, 
it was off to the races,

Mulder had the pole for the first heat 
and grabbed off the lead, followed by Dick 
Mann (BSA) and Mark Brelsford (H-D), 
Brelsford finished second behind Mulder 
and ahead of Mann with an early showing 
of what was to come later in the evening. 

Van Leeuwen took the second heat with 
what would be the fastest time of the three 
six-lap qualifying races, Jack Simmons 
(Norton) and Gene Romero (Tri) put ona 
wheel-to-wheel show for second and 
third, but Simmons had the bad luck to 
slide out and end his chances for the 
night.

5 lap preliminaries, with the nations’ 
leading Amateur David Aldana (BSA) tak- 
ing the win in the first one over Keith 
Mashburn (Triumph), and turning in the 
fastest heat time while doing it. These 
two toured in a time that was almosttwo 
seconds faster than the second heat, won 
by Frank Gillespie ona Cancilla Triumph 
and the third headed by Dave Hansen, on 
another Triumph.

never seriously challenged as he won his 
first Expert Main Event, He was followed 
at a distance by National #14Gary Davis, 
who gave very serious chase for 8 laps, 
When it became obvious that there was 
no way he could close the gap, he settled 
easily into the #2 position.

National #14 Gary Davis, high point 
Expert at Sidewinders for 1967 and 1968, 
on his Triumph grabbed off the lead in 
the Expert Dash and held onto it for the 
Trophy, despite National #70 Mark Wil- 
liams desperate — and beautiful wheelies 
down the straightaway at the checker! 
The two Expert paid heats were won 
easily by Williams and Davis. 

The Novice class saw another qualifi- 
cation heat win for current point leader 
Mike McCall, who returned on his 238 
Kawasaki to take the Dash, but Lady Luck 
turned her back on Mike in the Transfer 
heat, when McCall, always a crowd fa- 
vorite, dicing for the lead with Harold 
Morse (Bul), suddenly went down on the 
uphill corner amid groans of disappoint- 
ment from his fans in the stands. McCall 
had to watch his first Main Event this year 
from the pits, Darrel Cotton (Kaw) was 
never touched as he won the 2nd Transfer 
Heat; then returned in the Main to sail 
home with easy 1st money, followed the 
entire 10 laps by Morse and Don Mc 
Shane (Bul). 

The Amateur class was no surprise; 
it was Bill Elder time again — on his 
Harley-Davidson, 1st in the qualification 
heat, ist in the Trophy Dash, 1st in the 
Transfer heat, and 1st in the Main. Thad 
Lawrence (Kaw) got off to a bad start in 
the Main, but took luck by the hand and 
started carving his way up through the 
pack, Lap after lap he picked the other 
boys off, till he had moved into the chal- 
lenge position by the yellow-flag, but 
there was no way to catch Elder at that 
point, Bill Manley (H-D) who had held 
2nd all the way, had to settle fora third.

One open class 
production bike was clocked at 133 mph 
on the short O.C.ILR. straight Sunday! 

Probably the most exciting contest of 
the day (not counting the ever-exciting 
sidecars) was the 201cc to Open produc- 
tion class, Rolin Pagan and George Ker- 
ker, piloting Triumph Tridentand Norton 
Commando respectively, waged a run- 
ning battle until Kerker took over. “My 
engine started missing,” Kerker said 
after the race, ‘‘and I was looking back 
to see if Roland was gaining on me...and 
he wasn’t anywhere in sight!’ Pagan had 
retired to the pits with problems of an 
unspecified nature. 

Records exploded in the 350cc and 
1000cc Grand Prix main events and the 
175, 350 and 1000cc heat races. Just to 
give readers an idea of the average 
speeds these hot dogs are turning, Don 
Vesco averaged 74.74 mph winning the 
250 GP on his Yamaha, and this was not 
even a new record! The record is held by 
Ron Pierce at 76 mph, Rudy Galindo 
crashed and remounted while winning the 
101-175cc 16-miler, yet averaged 66.26 


mph at that, 

Don Emde flew to a new record of 
78.25 mph winning the 20-mile 350cc 
Senior G.P, and Art Baumann bombed to 
a record average of 77.68 mph in the 
1000cc Senior G.P. On a course as 
twisty as O.C.1.R., that’s flat motivatin’. 

Dean Hummer, pilot of the winning 
sidecar, was pushed in the early stages 
of the main by the new Kawasaki Mach III 
outfit of O. Auer, The Three fell back with 
teething problems halfway through the 
16-mile chase, yet Hummer’s Hog 
hummed to an average speed of 63.06 
mph, practically coasting. It was not a 
record. 

Orange County seems to be the only 
road race course in the Los Angeles 
area capable of hosting a really big 
crowd of spectators. They patrol the 
course carefully with the help of the 
International Raceway Radio Crew, but 
even so, it is an immense undertaking 
and new help is always welcome. If 
anyone would like to serve as a course 
captain, flagman or turn marshall, con- 
tact AFM President John McLaughlin at 
McLaughlin Motors, Duarte, Calif, for 
information, They’ll get you into the 
races free, you can watch from up close, 
and you even get a free lunch, It’s a 
great way to enjoy the races.

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| Bolted On A Reed And Flew 


By Chuck Clayton 


Having long been a lover of large, 
lusty motorcycles, I used to look upon 
the trailbike class with tolerance and 
faint amusement. Then the trailbikes be- 
gan to sport stingers and grow hair and 
suddenly my big open class dirtburner 
seemed awfully slow and heavy. I pur- 
chased a Hodaka 5-speed Ace 100 on the 
pretext of giving it to my wife and after 
a decent interval of riding it, intact, in 
the nearby Dominguez Hills I began its 


_ conversion, and mine, 


Good things were being heard back 
East about the BN Supply Hodaka goodies, 
They’d developed a reed manifold, 
mounting a McCulloch diaphragm car- 
buretor, that really pumped up horses, 
it was said, In Los Angeles, where Steen 
and Crowell Hodakas hold sway, the BN 
line was nearly unheard of. Nobody bad- 
mouthed it, which was a good sign, but 
nobody seemed to be using the line either. 

Getting in touch with BN Supply was 
easy, they advertise in Cycle News, Bill 
Nugent is the man behind the initials, 
«Were not too big in L.A, yet, Bill 
acknowledged, ‘‘But in the San Diego 
area, if you’re not running reeds, you 
might as well stay home.” 

Nugent agreed to send us a selection 
of the good things he makes for our Ho- 
daka and in a short time the man from 
United Parcel brought us a box the size 
of a jumbo fireworks assortment packed 
with two black racing pipes (upsweptand 
down), a full race cylinder barrel ported 
for reeds, a standard barrel similarly 
ported, two BN Speed Reeds (4-petal), an 
Amal carb tuned for the BN Speed Reed, 
reed adaptors for 24 and 26mm Mikunie 
carbs, two forged ‘pistons, ported for 
Speed Reed, aspringer frontforkassem- 


‘ply, 3x6 Filtron element for the Amal 


and a reworked McCulloch diaphragm 
carb with special linkage kitand twistgrip. 
(Nugent is McCulloch distributor for the 
area.) It was like Christmas on the 4th 
of July! 

First we tried just the high pipe. Bolt- 
ing it on is as simple as changing a plug. 
Later we had Bob Bailey weld ona neat 
rear bolt bracket, replacing the strap 
iron ring provided, which kept getting 
mislaid, Wow, it’s loud! 

Was it just the illusion of speed, or 
was the stock Hodaka measurably faster 
with the simple addition of a 40-dollar 
tuned pipe? I ran it across the street to 
Dominguez Hills, the nearest thing Cycle 
News has to a dirt drag strip, and clock- 
ed it from the sand pit to the trash heap. 
- Pure stock, I could just touch 5th gear 
in 13 seconds at the burned mattress. 
With just the racing pipe and no changes 
in jetting I was shifting sooner, pulling in 
5th and shaving a fat second off the time. 
The fraction of a horsepower that the pipe 
added took full advantage of the standard 
trail gearing but called for a plug check, 

Running on the mainjet and cutting 
clean is not easy with a stock Hodaka. 
The clutch and switch are on the same 
side, so the trick is, unless you have 


fitted a kill button: nick the shift out of

grey. If they are very light or white, 
you’re. running too lean and you’d better 
not ride over 3/4 throttle very long until 
you put in a larger main jet, lest you 
torch the piston. Two stroke engines are 
sensitive to tuning changes, and the 
switch to a racing pipe is a big change, 
Fortunately, new Hodakas are set up 
rather. rich and ours was jetted just right. 
The plug read a nice, moist brown, 

We urge every fellow bolt-on speed 
equipment enthusiast to takeaplug read- 
ing after each alteration of engine breath- 
ing or displacement. The minute it takes 
to be right is not worth as much asa 
burned piston, 


We could have been happy for days just 
playing that racing pipe, but new thrills 
lurked within the BN box. Chuckling in 
anticipation, we whistled the Hodaka off 
to Bob Bailey’s Gentleman Racer’s Mo- 
torcycle Speed Service Emporium on 
Western Avenue in South L.A, and en- 
gaged his facilities for the grand excite- 
ment, Like Neanderthals discovering 
fire, we Los Angelenos marvelled at the 
assortment of speedparts. Famous tuner 
Tom Turner already hada ‘‘banana fork’’ 
springer on his Hodaka that I admired, 
so I knew BN had made another sale in 
L.A. I vowed to save the forks for last, 
when the Hodaka became a trials mount.

I had taken the precaution of carefully 
washing the Hodaka, for Bailey has the 
reputation of showing customers to the 
gunk rack who bring him dirty motor- 
cycles to work on, Bob nimbly whisked 
the standard barrel off and replaced it 
with the BN standard ported barrel, reed 
manifold, carburetor and nylon throttle. 
All the road gear and electrics were re- 
moved except the ignition wires and a 
kill button added. Leaving the chain guard 
on (chains are expensive, guard ‘em) the 
stripped Hodaka weighs 172 lbs, 

Now I was waiting for the neighbor- 
hood kids and their hot trail bikes to 
come into view. Ah, I hear one, I sidle 
up to him in the weeds and get on it. He 
gets on it too, It’s Gary Bailey on his 
100cc Penton, I am had! But what’s this, 
the Hodaka is catching and passing the 
Penton. I win! Unfortunately, there were 
no witnesses to this gratifying feat, and 
I didn’t want to push my luck. The new 
speed from the reed asked far too much 
from the standard forks, shocks and 
tires. I checked the plug (nice, the reed 
valve really pumps the mixture through. 
Gas consumption is way up, but the carb 
is jetted perfectly just as it comes from 
the box). 

Sometime later the engine quit and 
I discovered the air cleaner had come 
off, It was found and put back on, but the 
damage was done. The piston soon seized 
and I never did get to check the reed 
through the dirt drags. I’d expect it to 
shave a couple of seconds off the time, 
anyway. One Bul Lobito rider we spoke 
(Jeff Woodhouse #824x) to says since he’s 
been using the reed and a 32mm Amal 
concentric carb he’s moved way up in the 
races, He says the only trouble he’s 
found is the revs build up so rapidly he 
has trouble keeping the front wheel down. 
“I like it a lot,” Jeff reports, We found 
ourself shifting sooner, accellerating 
quicker than we’d though possible with 
only bolt-on stuff. 

You had to buzz it, though, Under about 
2500 rpm the engine seems to load up 
and even conk out, Starting is noproblem, 
however, and the engine pulls strongly 
from 2500 rpm up. After climbing a full 
octave the engine really comes on the 
pipe, and when that happens you know the 
$85 cyclinder, $15 reed, $20 piston, $40 
carb and pipe are worth it. 

Meanwhile, racetuner thoughts were 
going on behind Bob Bailey’s brow. He 
put the full race barrel and reed and the 
McCulloch carburetor setup ona favorite 
customer’s SS Hodaka and customer Gary 
Little promptly went outand won his first 
1st place trophy in a Lightweights M.C. 
TT. Needless to say, the kit was sold, 
and we have to rely upon lucky Little for 
the test of the McCulloch speed reed. He 
says the McCulloch carb is not for the 
novice tuner. It adds about one horse- 
power to the conventionally carbureted 
engine, and in the trailbike class, one 
horse is like a herd of advantage, The 
power is all through the range, not just 
at the top and once it’s adjusted right, 
it’s dependable as the tide. 

Mike Kidd, the Texas phenomenon, is 
sponsored by BN through his tuner Earl 
Barker of Terry’s Hodaka in Ft. Worth, 
Mike’s been topping the results columns 
a lot lately since he’s been running the 
McCulloch BN reed. And so have a lotof 
others. So the next time you feel you need 
more speed...reach fora reed, Now, does 
anybody want to buy a 40” 4-stroke set 
up for dirt?

All you motorcycle riders out there 
who have never raced one of the famous 
Southern California desert events may 
have wondered from time to time what it 
feels like to get out in the sand and 
churn up the real estate. 

We talked to Jack Ross, president of 
the Greyhounds M,C., several weeks ago 
and he told us the Ponderosa would be an 
ideal place for a beginner so we agreed 
to show up Saturday and Sunday. That 
was kind of a mistake; I had thepre-race 
jitters for two weeks. 

Being a rank, rank, novice, I squeezed 
tennis balls and rode every night after 
work at Dominguez Hills trying to beat 
my tired body into shape, The first night 
Denise and I went out there I rode hard 
for what seemed like hours and then 
came back to the truck. ‘Get back out 
there, you big sissy, you’ve only been 
riding for ten minutes,’ Denise said 
encouragingly, It went like that for the 
weeks prior to the race; each day Pd 
increase the time until I could stay out 
for about an hour of riding without my 
arms falling off. 

Some guy named Gary Bailey came out 
there one day and was watching meride, 
He grinned a lot and said he had never 
seen anyone ride quite like that. Guess it 
was a compliment.,.Gary lives right 
across the street and said he was at- 
tracted by the durability of my Match- 
less. He said anything that would keep 
running after being on its side in the dirt 
so much must be a good machine, 

Denise and Whizzer andI wentto Ascot 
the night before my big race just to get 
in the right mood and then left for the 
desert immediately after, Our old Ford 
truck chugged faithfully through the San 
Fernando Valley and climbed out of the 
Los Angeles Basin, We thought the smog 
was unusually heavy for nighttime but it 
turned out to be the windshield, The truck 
is so old, the windshield has started to 
purple like the old glass bottles people 
hunt in the desert. 

We stopped in Lancaster, Cal., at 
Denny’s restaurant for a spot of break- 
fast and were treated to the local loud- 
mouths beating their chests in pride at 
being able to drink a pitcher of beer and 
then finding a place to eat, Guess there 
isn’t much else to doin Lancaster unless 
you have a motorcycle... 

We found the Ponderosa area fifteen 
miles east of town on straight, lonely 
Avenue J and drove as quietly as we 
could through the campsite until we found 
a space, We got in two hours of sleep 
before the first two-stroke alarm clock 
went off. Jack Ross briefed me on race 
procedures and suggested I goaround the 
course once to find out what it was like. 
I did and we almost packed up and went 
home right there. The torture started 
right at the beginning. 100 yards of deep 
sand is a hell of a way for a novice to 
begin his racing career, The sand was 
nice compared to the whoop-te-doos, 
though, Miles and miles of roller coaster 
personally formed by the Marquis de 
Sade made up two-third of the nine-mile 
loop, Denise and I tried to do allthe last 
minute essentials and soon race time 
was upon us, 
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El Bandido 360cc 
43.5 H.P. 
500cc power — 250cc weight 


Its a nice, nervousy feeling you get 
on the starting line for the first time, I 
sat there among all those real live rac- 
ers and tried not to look too nervous, 

Ten o’clock rolled around and the 
starting banner was dropped. Engines, 
about one hundred of them, exploded into 
noise and everybody was off. Everybody 
but MacDouffee that is, I had forgotten 
‘to turn the gas on and by the time I was 
started some of the dust had settled. 

I bounced almost through the first loop 
and finally caught sight of the grove of 
trees that marked the finish, My thought 
at the time was, ‘‘My Goodness, I have to 
do that two more times?’’ 

Well, I did it two more timesandgot a 
little faster. A little too fast, I expect, 
for I got a heavy taste of sand halfway 
through the last loop. Dave Warren was 
there and got a good action shot, Note 
how I agilely twisted my neck to keep 
from hurting my back, I got back on and 
managed to pass one guy who had gone by 
me. He was laughing so hard I hope he 
lost control and crashed himself, 

The finish line was easy to find, what 
with all the campfires burning sobright- 
ly. Denise was waiting for me with a jar 
full of Gator Ade, and smiling because I 
had finished, She brought mea toothbrush 
and I got most of the sand out from be- 
tween my teeth by bed time. 

Sunday was more of the same, only I 
was a little faster, It still kinda hurt to 
have those girls on Hodakas pass me but 
you’ve gotta keep plugging away. Guess 
it'll be a while before we are ready to 
tackle the Speed Week festivities at 
Daytona but it’s best to aim high...

To no one’s surprise the riders found 
themselves riding blind again after afew 
laps. By now it was a real circus, Flag- 
man Stu Peters stepped in to prevent 
catastrophe but just as he waved down 
leader Terry Nicholls the lights clicked 
back on, Nicholls kicked his Maico down 
a gear, and they were off again. 

Despite the black-out problem, the 
evening was filled with good racing. The 
125 class was one of the best, Mike 
Prichard, Wayne Garrett and Rudy Beni- 
tes diced all three motos and finished 
1, 2 and 3. 

The CMC has another night motocross 
scheduled at Fontana Raceway the 26th 
of July. The lighting problem was fixed 
before the Sunday drags the next night so 
it looks like the CMC will have a good 
one.

Scramblin’ Around

Because of some of the letters to the 
editor in last weeks’ paper, we thought 
we’d do a little explaining this week on 
just what the District 37 Sports Com- 
mittee and the Competition Committee 
is, Every week you ride under the Dis- 
trict and the national AMA rules whether 
you belong to a club or not and we’d like 
to clear the air a little about what the 
District does and does not do. 

The Sports Committee is composed of 
the competition clubs in District 37. 
Each club has two votes. These re- 
presentatives elect the District Officers 
and the Competition Committee, Each 
nominee must be nominated and seconded 
and a full ballot is prepared, 

The Competition Committee consists 
of seven men plus two ‘‘extras’’ who 
are not currently stewards but who 
serve where needed, and the duties of 
these men are not easy, Each keeps one 
set of points in one of the various div- 
isions of riding activity, posting these 
on each riders card as the results come 
in, Besides that he has to know the rule 
book inside out and upside-down and 
backwards when going to races to assist 
the host club referee when problems 
arise or the club is really doing things 
wrong. Many times they give up riding 
temselves to help out when a club is 
floundering along. Every single one of 
‘em is a current competitiorrider, and 
it’s tough to lose out ona Sundays’ riding 
but most do it gladly because they are 
working for the sport. 

Rumors have been over the years that 
these officials are paid. I can testify to 
the fact that no, we‘re not! Each year 
we get a jacket and our phone bills are 
paid and when I say phone bills, I don’t 
mean the monthly rate etc. but only those 


we incurron District business, If one of © 


us drives a couple of hundred miles on 
District business, whatever it is, we foot 
the bill. 

When rules need to be changed they 
are brought up to the body at the Sports 
Committee. The Competition Committee 
hashes them over but it is the body who 
makes the decisions as to what is done, 
usually following what the Comp, Comm 
recommends because they know that all 
the pros and cons have been thoroughly 
thrashed out before the recommendation 
is given, but they can and have voted no, 


To get to the current squabble going 
on about penalties to clubs and riders, 
here are the facts. A Competition. Com- 
mittee meeting is something to see, 
There is no unnecessary discussion on 
anything but competition, Letters are 
read, protests, changes of date, etc. and 
the group gets down to business, 

Now we’ll state right here that if you 
are not a club member you get the same 
treatment that a club member gets should 
your name be brought up before the com- 
mittee. Your Districtriding cardassures 
you of this. These people are all comp- 
etitionriders are are well aware of the 
problems everyone faces when racing 
plus all the ‘‘sneakys”’ all racers at one 
time or another try. If the Committee has 
a protest against you as a rider or your 
club as a group, you are invited toattend 
and speak up, and many do, helping to 
clarify the situation. However, many 
don’t and the Committee has no other 
choice but to talk it over thoroughly, 
make its decision and that decision 
sticks, That’s what the Committee was 
voted in to do in the first place, uphold 
the rules of competitionWhen they are 


faced with a club who is way over with’ 


sending out results to stewards and 
riders (one last year was 73 days late!) 
What are they to do? Praise them for 
throwing a race? they have to invoke the 
penalty, the penalty that that very club 
voted in themselves! When a rider gets 
flat caught at doing something wrong, 
once again they have to invoke the penalty 
regardless of the fact that maybe at 
sometime one of them did the same thing 
and got away with it. 

There have been many times when a 
club is overdue on results and knows it 
and calls either a steward or an officer 
explaining why. I have yet to see the day 
when a club does this and (with a legit 
amite excuse) be penalized. Most of us 
there have worked on getting results out 
and know the problems! 

The District 37 Sports Committee 
system is not foolproof, Everyone is an 
amateur worker and a racer but they try. 
It’s also a fact that the guys whoyell the 
loudest are the ones who won’t run for 
any office at all (let alone join a club) and 
for the clubs themselves, some of the 
chronic snivelers are clubs who haven’t 
had one rep. on the floor for as much as 
four months and remember, they have 
four on the record. How do I know? I 
keep the records!

“Theory on Track” 


An engine described by all psuedo- 
experts as simplyan exercise in theory 
and not at all practical has defied all 
its detractors by making a very suces- 
sfull debut on the test track, 

The engine now resides in a special 
Seely spine type frame. The complete 
package is expected to make an appear- 
ance at the actual race in the very near 
future. 

A Dr. Gordon Blair is in charge of the 
project and BSA’s are backing the effort 
financially. The engine began life nearly 
two years ago as a penciled sketch but 
thanks to the above people, plus the 
Mecanical Engineering Dept of Queens 
University, it is now a reality and is 
questimated to be the most potent 250 

ever built in Britian, 
-~ Computers played an important part 
of its development, ‘‘Gone are the days 
of the hacksaw’’ said Dr. Blair, Exten- 
sive care has been given to the theory 
of gas dynamics and high specific out- 
puts have been the foremost aim, The 
fact that it ran so well on its first 
outing has surprised many an ’’expert’’. 

That it doesn’t look like convential 
engines is axiomatic, Its cases appear to 
have been machined from bocks of alloys. 
It has a toethed belt drive tothe primary, 
Water cooling also hides its contours, 
Fuel injection feeds the rotary valves - 
not discs but sleeve types! 


“Magic Ton” 


There were only three bikes to make 
the 100 mph ‘‘ton’’ lap average at the 
Isle of Man TT races. One was a fully 
works MV three, the second an up dated 
English single and interestingly enough 
the third was a production bike. Mal- 
com Uphill did it not just once but twice. 

His six-fifty Bonneville sported full 

lighting and exhaust systems just like 
the dealers showroon, Further proof 
that these are not fluke speeds, the sec-

ond place Norton turned in a lapaverage 
of 99.99! Graphic illustration of the power 
of the nodern motorcycles and now with 
the terrific traction tires this power is 
well put to use. 

In the 500 class a Honda showed its 
reliablity by winning, after being led by 
a fantastically fast Kawasaki three, In 
the 250 class the four strokes did their 
hat trick to make it three for three - 
Ducati beat the perrenial Ossa. 

In the other races of the TT the 
speeds were down from last year. Only 
the big sidecars were able to set new 
race averages. Works teams were ob- 
vious by their absense, 

As mentioned earlier in this column, 
Konig are on the move, One of the boat 
engines was fitted into a BMW using the 
existing gearbox and drive making a 
simple and suitable installation, 


"Ton Tires” 

The terrific speeds at the IOM this 
year were, in great part, possible by the 
tires that have been developed for super 
fast bikes, At the pinnacle of competition, 
when MV met Honda, Dumlop had built 
a tire to handle the horsepower and 
speed called the KR 73. It had a peaked 
profile so that a maximum of area could 
be presented to the road when heeled 
over, it measured 5 inches across the 
shoulders, 

This year the competition was less 
(Honda out) so tire width was back to 
4-1/2’? (better chain clearence) but the 
peak was rounded to give more area 
when upright, This increased mileage, 
Agostini had half his tread depth after 
the TT, Softer rubber is now used be- 
cause they have found a way to get the 
grip of a tread with thousands of tiny 
slices across the tire without the usual 
tearing that goes with this pattern. This 
years Dunlops, called KR 83, has thou- 
sands of tiny pin holes instead of slots 
which achieves the same function, The 
pin holes can take the 80 odd horsepower 
that the sliced tread couldn’t when using 
the new soft rubber compounds that are 
so sticky. 

The KR 83 is so effective Dunlops 
have patented it and we will almost 
certainly see it on the future street 
tires. 





PROFILE

The track is rough, begins at the 
Sahara-Mint Gun Club and extends fifty 
miles into the desert. Charles Stande- 
ford, one of the two Oregon motorcycle 
racers chosen to compete in the 1969 
Mint 400 at Las Vegas, tells himself 
that it can’t be worse than all the miles 
of boondock country he’s ridden across 
at home, All he has to do is give with 
the prayers and reflexes and keep going. 
But even so, the rivalry on the road 
is hot, He and Keith Nerseth (Standeford’s 
sidekick) are not only competing with 
others in their own class but at least 
two of the elite in car racing; Parnelli 
Jones and Bobby Unser of the Indian- 
apolis, Indiana Speedways,

It’s a two-day race where each rider 
does two of the fifty-mile laps. And when 
it’s Standeford’s turn, he’s aware of all 
the mishaps already. For instance; He 
himself had taken a couple of pretty 
hard spills, ran into a jeep, lost a 
handle bar. Then had lost second gear and 
had to shift from first into third --- in 
fact, all but murdered the bike by the 
time it came sweeping around the cars 
to finish, in a kind of ‘ sweet revenge’’ 
first in eight places, fourth overall. 

What a victory! The beat up cycle, a 
Kawasaki belonging to Keith, was in due 
time repaired, scar tissue healed, but the 
felicity of well-wishers, the spectators 
who had never expected this, still lingers 
on, 

Backtracking over his pre-racingdays, 
the 3l-year old Standeford began in 
sports by water skiing, thus getting his 
first taste of rough riding over choppy 
waves, Next he joined an archery club 
where, to get on target, you had to do 
some pretty rough riding over the prev- 
iously mentioned back country of Ore- 
gon, Naturally he did it on his trusty 
Yamaha. Then be began hunting -- deer 
with bow and arrow, a jolly sport, and 
he was. still using his trusty bike to do 
it. 

After awhile though, says the blue- 
eyed, good-looking Standeford, husband 
and father of two children, a girl 11 and 
a boy 7, riding became more fun than 
hunting. So in the fall of ‘64*he went in 
for motorcycle racing, starting out with 
the Hare and Hound, a race he still likes

He was then twenty-six, tall, muscu- 


lar enough but somehow lacking in the 


confidence you see in him today -- 
five years and threé hundred trophies 
later. In 1965 he went in for track 
racing. 

Standeford calls his amazing record a 
matter of luck, particularly the Moto- 
Cross or Mud Scramble which, he ex- 
plains, had its beginnings in Europe and 
only in the past three years has found 
its way into Southern California and 
Oregon as a popular sport. Last April 
when his name was picked by a group 
of dealers, headed by one in Coos Bay, 
as one of the two sponsored to enter the 
Mint 400 competition in Nevada, Stande- 
ford, a little shaken and flabberghasted, 
was still calling it luck, He had been 
racing on Boise - Prineville - Bend 
and Portland tracks in the meantime, 
acquiring for himself both a name as a 
pro and a broken collarbone. He still 
wears a plate, Once he was run over 
by one of his own team mates and sur- 
vived to tell the tale - even chuckled 
a bit that it was all part of the game. 

Though winning at Las Vegas, he 
still refers to it as the most ‘‘grueling’’ 
contest of his life - one in which all his 
faculties, his confidences as a man and 
a racer were tested. And even if he 
has come through, proving himself in go- 
ing a long way towards mastering the

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again next year, in 1970, Standeford 
shakes his head with some regret, “Too 
old.” He adds that if he was another 
Mark Williams (the 18-year old Spring- 
field racer recently turned prs) or an- 
other Len Kesey (cousin of the writer 
Ken Kesey and one of the top ten Junior 
lightweight chapions of the nationas well 
as a cycle racer) yes, 

Meanwhile, he‘scontent working as a 
painter in the Eugene Body and Fender 
shop to earn a living for his family, and 
participating weekends in cross country 
runs, the Mud Scrambles and short T & 
T tracks. Like most cyclists he really 
digs the sport, has his own favorite bike: 
a 1964BSA upon which, seated, he be- 
comes a familiar figure to people who 
jokingly call the seat a ‘“‘horseblanket.’’ 
It’s a red-skirted, fiber glass seat 
Standeford spent almost one winter 
making, and something, 
admits, he would not try again. 

Standeford’s young son has a bit of 
growing to do before he followsin his 
racer father’s footsteps.

worked for Standeford and, he thinks, for

Novice. After the second lap Ronald Tal- 
bot of Pacifica on his Honda fell into 
second and Robert Thomas from Gridley 
placed third. 

500 Amatuer Bobby Chesnut of San 
Jose on his Maico came in first from 
start to finish. Second place was fought 
between Bob Jensen on his Triumph and 
Bob Henwood of San Carlos (Honda). 
Jensen took a bad spill on his last lap, 
opening second place to Henwood,

650 Amateur-Expert Elmer(Preacher) 
Gantry of San Bruno, riding a Triumph, 
was really on thatpipe from the start.All 
eyes were on this colorful rider, in his 
tailored brown dress suit. He rode like 
the devel was on his tail in the heats and 
the first 6 laps of this flurry of ‘‘all out 
to win riders’? Russ Powell of San 
Rafael on his BSA gave the Preacher 
something to fly about. He was on all the 
way. Before the yellow flag, the Preacher 
took a spectacular spill and Russ Powell 
took over first place. A new fight was 
brewing between Bob Masters of Bur- 
lingame and Dennis Dickerson of Marys- 
ville. Masters moved ahead for the 
second brass.

Castle Rock 
Professional 
TT

Castle Rock is a big track, with a big 
sweeper and long straightaway which 
really lets the riders build up a good head 
of steam, Consequently, in the heats, 
almost without exception, the two or three 
really go-fast boys jump out into the 
lead, and arenever seriously challenged. 
Such was the case on Saturday night. 

In the 1st Novice Transfer Heat, Don 
Noble boomed into the lead and held it 
to the finish. Tom Phillips (Kaw) start- 
ed from the penalty line and worked his 
way up through the 12 man pack to 3rd 
position by the end of the 5 lap event. 
Monte Montgomery took the second heat 
handily, and the third heat went to Mark 
Niccolli (H-D) but not without a fierce 
battle from Darrel Cotton, who got a 
really bad scratch. Darrel started his 
usual carving operation in an effort to 
better his position, and with a deft bit of 
under cutting, nailed 2nd spot, 

The 8 Lap Main event again saw Noble 
prove himself as he took the lead, hound- 
ed at every turn by Cotton. Noble pulled 
away with a tremendous drive and kept 
the lead to the checker, 

The Amateur events were wild! The 
first qualification heat went to John 
Bromley (H-D) followed at a distance by 
Jesse Rodriguez on his Triumph. The 
second qualification heat gave a taste of 
the action that was to follow. The first 
four racers were rapidly pulling away 
together and changing positions backand 
forth, first on the inside and then on the 
outside, going down the straightaway, 
four at a time, when, on the last turn out 
of the sweeper, Squire Tomasie(Tri) got 
a dandy drive out of the corner, and was 
first past the checker, The third qualifi- 
cation heat saw Thad Lawrence really 
moving his Kawasaki around the outside 
of the pack, but he was destined for 
trouble as he was trying just a little too 
hard, and spilled going into the. sweeper 
right in front of Charlie Thielke who 
really flew off his motor when the two 
collided. Both riders walked away- O.K. 
The 4th Amateur qualification heat saw 
more of the same, when another rider 
slid out going into the sweeper and then 
was center-punched by Jim Herschbach, 
who really went down hard. The event 
was black-flagged, and on the restart, 
Herschbach was back, but not the other 
rider, Bill Elder, came out like a cannon 
shot and was really flying. He wasnever 
in trouble, In the Trophy Dash, it was 
again Elder all the way, with a valiant 
try by John Bromley, and Noble, all 
nice and tidy. 

When the flag was dropped for the 
Main Tomasie darted into the lead with 
Bromley hard at his heels, Elder held 
back just a hair in the first lapand when 
they headed into the dogleg, he hung in a 
little tight and — zap he was under both 
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of them, and just pulled away from the 
others, ‘leaving them to sort it out be- 
hind him, 

The Expert star of the evening was 
young Steve Holton. Steve is surely the 
most promising new Epxert rider this 
season; blasted into the lead in the first 
qualification heat. The second and third 
qualification heats went to Greg Morris 
and Dan Holton, Steve’s older brother. 
The Trophy Dash saw Greg and Dan side 
by side around the dogleg, but Greg was 
just ahead coming into the straightaway. 
Holton tried again on the last lap, and 
went down in the corner, His brother, 
knowing he could not catch Morris, 
stopped to be sure he was O.K., The first 
Transfer Heat was won by Morris — way 
out in front of the pack. In the second 
Heat, Ross Roberts zipped into the lead, 
with Steve Holton hard after him, On the 
3rd lap, Holton was under him in the 
sweeper, and held his lead to the check- 
ered flag, Third Transfer heat was won 
handily by Sandy Saunders. The Main was 
everything that a Main should be, with 
the top men ready to do battle. Ross 
Roberts was off the line, and into the 
lead, with Holton on his tail. Holton kept 
chipping away until the 3rd lap, and then 
under him, and flew for home. For the 
rest of the 15 lap event, it was all Roberts 
could do to hold onto second, as he was 
being pushed at every corner by Greg 
Morris, Dash winner. Roberts went too 
wide on the last corner and Morris al- 
most got under him, but a last crank on 
the throttle gave Roberts the extra inches 
he needed at the finish. These three were 
way out in front of the packatthe check- 
ered flag.

ORANGE, CAL., July 13, 1969-— We can’t 
speak for the spectators but the riders at 
Saddleback loved having the majority of 
Expert riders and some of the Junior 
riders in San Francisco for the Sunday’s 
international motocross, About 175 rid- 
ers still came to Saddleback and they got 
to ride some long, long hot motos. 

The big bikes got first crack at the 
course for a change, After the 250-open 
came two divisions of 125 junior and sen- 
ior riders. Two divisions of 250 junior 
and senior riders displayed their talents 
followed by the 100 junior riders, before 
the program rotated. 

The 125 and 250 Junior riders had to 
place in the top 15 to qualify fora second 
run-off moto, No points were earned in 
the first event as the final position was 
determined only by performance in the 
run-off race, With 20 grueling minutes 
under a broiling sun, finishing became 
the strategy. 

In the first 350/open event Sam Jones 
on a Husky held off Walt Axthelm for 10 
laps but gave in on the eleventh. Nota 
bad performance considering Jones is a 
Junior. In the second 350/open race 
Axthelm got in front and rode unchal- 
lenged. Behind him came Carl Cotton, 
another Junior Husky rider. Jones had a 
little problem in a pile up on a dusty 
right hand turn and had to settle for 13th, 
This gave Carl Cotton the 500 junior win 
and netted a second for Jones. Walt 
Axthelm finished first Expert. 

In the opening 125 Junior and Senior 
race, Senior Jeff Creager guided the tour. 
Junior Mike Pritchard took enough ad- 
vice from Creager to nail down second 
overall. Another Senior, Don Etheridge, 
crossed the finish line third overall. He 
was pressured continually by Jim Crook 
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on a Sachs, Here’s where the scoring 
system begins to hurt. Pritchard’s first 
place junior effort and Crook’s second 
only got them to the main, They both had 
problems; Crook took 12thand Pritchard 
got 14th, and that’s where they finished 
for the day. 

The second division of 125 junior and 
senior riders found Senior Gene Cannady 
jumping out to an early lead, His Sachs 
purred home for the win, Behind him 
followed novices Brent Sears, John Bar- 
clay and Bob Fortier. 

All 125s were combined for a main 
event. Gene Cannady again ruled the 
course, Senior Jeff Creagor pushed hard 
and if he hadn’t been super smooth Junior 
Bob Fortier would have shown him some 
faultless riding. Fortier never seems to 
be out of shape and is always there 
whenever the guy ahead makes an error, 

The first division of 250 riders wooed 
the crowd. Walt Axthelm triumphed again 
with Senior Greg Smith following, 

Second division 250 riders had tocon- 
tend with the likes of Bill Spawn, Kirk 
Willis and Dave Rudgers. 

When the 250s were combined in a 
main event Greg Smith showed the crowd 
some fast manuevering, Axthelm came 
next and was followed by Steve Stricklin 
and Bill Harris, 

No seniors showed up for the 100 class 
so Juniors put on a show of their own, 
Don Emler did some fine riding to stay 
ahead of Bryan Halcomb, It was exactly 
the same kind of race in their second 
moto, 

As usual, the ACA did a great job of 
race supervision, They are especially 
helpful in getting results and riders 
names to the press. If there are any 
groups wishing to throw a motocross you 
might look the ACA operation over for 
a few good tips.

“How To Choose A Camera And Take 


Motorcycle Pictures 


` While most motorcycle enthusiasts gladly invest thousands of dollars for their 
riding gear, they seldom own cameras that can record more than a fraction of 


the total picture for posterity. 


At every motorcycle event you’ll see 
thousands, even millions of dollars worth 
of expensive machines and riding or 
racing gear. Valuable trucks, trailers 
and camping equipment abound, Yet the 
pictures people take to preserve these 
memorable moments are shot with often 
the most mickeymouse equipment avail- 
able. $9.95 plastic cameras of the ‘‘in- 
stamatic’’? variety are most commonly 
found. Good cameras are almost as rare 
as mo-peds at motorcycle events. 

There is no good reason why motor- 
cycle enthusiasts should settle for less 
than good picture-taking equipment, un- 
less perhaps because they think that 
photography is too difficult and mysteri- 
ous for anything but the ‘‘you press the 
button: and we do the rest’ kind of 
snapshooting. 

Buying a good camera is no more 
difficult than choosing a good motor- 
cycle — which is to say, it looks compli- 
cated and confusing at first, but witha 
little experience and good advice, you 
can make a wise choice. 

This article is an attempt to interpret 
the lingo, and separate the cameras so 
you can make a wise choice from the 
crowded display shelves you encounter 
in a camera store. 

Almost any camera can be used for 
taking cycle pictures — even some an- 
tique types the average household might 
have lying around, The decision the 
prospective photographer will eventually 
have to make boils down to how much 
automation, or gadgets will he expect 
his camera to have, 

The less automatic the camera, the 
more the operator needs to understand 
the basic processes of picture taking. 

It would be advisable for a complete 
beginner to seek out a recognized cam- 
era retail outlet. Most of these have 
clerks with some knowledge of photo- 
graphy, and their advice can help in 
making a final choice. 

To start at the top in features and 
price, we have what is called a “35mm 
Single Lens Reflex Camera, These are 
probably the most commonly used cam- 
eras for any type of action photography. 
They use a long roll of film, with 36 or 
more pictures in one cartridge. 

Their lenses can be changed, allowing 
telephoto lenses to be used which bring 
distant objects up close, They quite often 
have built in light meters which tell the 
necessary shutter speed and lens open- 
ing combinations for a correctly exposed 
picture. Sometimes this function is al- 
most completely automatic, leaving the 
user free to concentrate on snapping the 
shutter at the right moment, 

The reason for calling this a reflex 
camera is the user is viewing the subject 
through a mirror and prisms which 
brings the picture tohim directly through 
the ‘taking’? lens. Looking through the 
viewfinder you will see exactly what will 
appear in the finished photograph, 

A camera used for taking action pic- 
tures should have fast shutter speeds, 
between 1-500 and 1-1000 of a second. 
These help prevent blur in action pic- 
tures. The camera should have lenses 
with many aperture settings (F-stops). 
A wide opening aperture lets in more 
light, necessary when shooting in dimly 
lighted areas or when fast shutter speeds 





The single lens reflex camera usually 
costs over $100.00. If you don’t feel you 
can afford that type of equipment, some 
of the pictures accompanying this article 
were taken with a camera that cost $3.00. 
It has a top shutter speed of 1-200 of a 
second, and a maximum lens aperture 
opening of £6.3, which today is consider- 
ed very slow. Using ordinary snapshot 
type film, and some rather simple cam- 
era techniques, satisfactory action shots 
were obtained. 


The kind of picture desired mightalso 
give some indication of the camera need- 
ed, Ordinary album type snapshots are 
easier to take than photos that have tobe 
enlarged. Most publications want 8X10 
enlargements with good detail. Some 
people want larger prints for exhibition 
purposes. These require more care in 
shooting, better lenses, and sometimes 
larger negatives. 

Talking about negative sizes, a 35mm 
negative is one inch by one and one half 
inch, This is about as small as it would 
be desirable to use for motorcycle ac- 
tion pictures, 

Many photographers prefer a camera 
that gives a negative 2-1/4’’ X 2-1/4’, 
and some even use 4X5’’. The bigger the 
negative, the bulkier the camera is, in 
most cases, and the more complicated 
it is to operate. 

Much depends on where you will be 
when you snap the shutter. You don’t 
need interchangable lenses if you are 
up close. Built-in light meters are very 
convenient, but careful, intelligent read- 
ing of the pamphlets that are enclosed 
with the film you buy willhelp you deter- 
mine the proper speed setting for your 
shutter, and the correct lens opening. 

If your. camera does not have a view- 
ing system, then you will have to guess 
what the distance is for processing. 
Don’t forget that you will be photo- 
graphing a moving object in most cases. 
Rather than try to focus on a rider going 
100 miles an hour, pick some place on 
the track where you expect him to be 
when you trip the shutter, and focus on 
that spot. You will have a good, sharp 
picture. 





Used equipment can sometimes be 
purchased at a lower price, and usually 
is in satisfactory condition when pur- 
chased from a reputable camera store, 
If you are a complete novice it is risky 
to buy from pawn shops, The item may 
be okay, but neither you nor the pawn 
shop owner, in most cases have suffi- 
cient knowledge to judge the value of 
the equipment offered. 

Reading photographic magazines and 
their advertisements can beagreathelp, 
but, like with motorcycles, there isn’t 
any one camera on the market that is an 
absolute ‘‘best buy.’’? Don’t overlook a 
very desirable camera just because you 
read of a wonder-camera in an adver- 
tisement, Among new cameras, the 
Japanese brands are predominant. Pen- 
tax, Nilson, Canon, Konica, etc. usually 
indicate first class Japanese quality and 
the latest in operating features. 

The Germans make some excellent 
cameras, brands like Leica, Zeiss, 
Rollieflex etc., all in the ‘upper price 
brackets. We recommend avoiding Ger- 
man cameras if most of your shooting 
will be in dusty conditions, Dust jams 
German cameras, yet seems to lubri- 
cate the Japanese models. 

There is only one American manufac- 
turer at present making professional 
type equipment, ‘‘Graflex.’’ These are 
large-negative type cameras, and not 
automated. They are very useful in some 
circumstances, Eastman Kodak is the 
largest American camera manufacturer, 
but only of the amateur snapshot variety. 
Kodak owns a plant in Germany which 
manufactures a line of cameras called 
‘‘Retina,” that can do some of the things 
discussed in this article which the In- 
stamatic, etc. cannot. Kodak film is of 
top quality, however, for any camera, 

Almost any good camera can take 
satisfactory pictures of cycle events, if 
it is used with some understanding of the 
basic rules of photography. So if you 
want your photo to appear in ‘Cycle 
News”, load up and snap away, and 
good shooting, 





A popular, inexpensive camera that is 
capable of taking high quality, profes- 
sional style pictures is the ‘“‘Twin-Lens 
Reflex.” Only the expensive models, 
such as the Japanese Mamiya or German 
Rollieflex have interchangeable lenses, 
The economy models, particularly the 
Yashica and the Minolta Autocord in the 
$100 price range have permanently at- 
tached lenses of 75 or 85 millimeters 
and are perfectly adequate for all but the 
most unusual motorcycle photography. 
A good used Yashica or Minolta twin lens 
reflex can be picked up for $25 to $50, 
and will give years of service under 
extremely rough conditions. 

The twin-lens reflex camera has two 
lenses, usually one above the other. The 
top lens is for viewing the subject, and 
the lower lens is the one the picture is 
taken through. The only time this creates 
a problem is when taking close-ups. 
Then you must remember toallowfor the 
distance between the viewing and taking 
lens when ‘‘framing’’ your shot. 

Thanks to its large 2-1/4” negative, 
the twin-lens relfex produces a large, 
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Dare ee oe wre ite 
Here is a fine action shot but it is cropped 
too tigntly. Be sure to choose the correct lens 
and stand back enough to include wheels, the 
rider's head and other close riders. 
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This photographer was on the spot to catch the excitement but the p 


„Sharp image that can be blown up without 
“oss of detail, Yet, because of its com- 


paratively short focal range, the photo- 
grapher must get as close to the subject 
as possible when shooting action, so as 
to ‘‘fill the frame.’ 

Polaroid cameras are fun andhandy to 
use. The extremely fast ‘‘speed’” of 
Polaroid film‘‘stops’’ the action without 
blur. But polaroid shots are only barely 
adequate for publication and, as they do 
not produce a negative, they are difficult 
and expensive to enlarge. 

Bellows-type cameras should be 
avoided, generally. The bellows easily 
wears out when attacked by dust and al- 
lows light to leak in, fogging the picture, 
Bellowses are expensive to replace. 


SIMPLE SHOOTING TIPS i 

Taking good pictures is easy if a few 
simple rules are religiously observed. 
Follow this advice at first, and after you 
have mastered the basic technique, you 
may want to experiment with ‘‘backlight- 
ing,” blurred action, double exposures, 
etc, 
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Many people enjoy taking pictures. Here is 
national number one, Gary Nixon who is a 
fine photographer and has had his work pub- 
lished in major magazines.

using a slow shutter speed. To stop action going past the camera, shutter speeds must be fast 


and the camera panned to flolow the motion. 





Even at high road racing speeds motorcycle 
action can be stopped by panning with tne 
bikes. Here the backgroundis blurred because 
= camera followed the racer to make him 
sharp. 





This good quality night shot was made at a 
60th of a second. The picture is sharp be- 
cause it was lit with an electronic strobe 
that has an exposure duration of a 1400th of 
a second. Race photographers don’t use flash 
bulbs because, their longer duration dazzles 
tne racers. : 


In this picture the background is sharp and 
clear but the subject of the photo, the motor- 
cycle, is just a streak because the camera 
was held stationary. 


USE A LIGHT METER. A good light 
meter can be purchased for as little as 
$ë new. Always check the light on the 
subject before you shoot your picture, 
The light meter will tell you what shutter 
speed and lens aperture opening to use 
for your particular speed of film. 


Under sunny skies outdoors, most 
pictures will be shot at £16 at 1/250thor 
i/500th of a second, using 400 speed 
(Tri-X) film. 

SHOOT AWAY FROM THE SUN, A 
good rule to remember is, always have 
the sun behind you when, you shoot. If the 
sun is directly overhead, that’s okay too.

So you Speedway fans, 
mark Jul 25 on your calendar because 
that is the date the fuel-burning missiles 
will return to Costa Mesa, 

Although some of the regular riders 
were attending the exhibition races at 
the Los Angeles Coliseum, it in no way 
detracted from the quality or the ex- 
citement of the races as U.S. champ 
Rick Woods put on his usual crowd- 
pleasing display of stand-up style riding 
and overcame his 50-yard handicap in 
both his heat and his semi to cop the 
wins much to the delight of the fans, The 
first match race was between Bill Cody 
and Terry Graham which was a pretty 
even match with Cody getting a slight 
edge and as they came into the last cor- 
ner, Terry made a last-ditch effort to 
get Cody on the inside and went in too 
hard and lost it. Cody held his and it 
looked like an easy win when suddenly as 
he accelerated for the finish line, he 
drifted wide and slammed against the 
fence. From there on it was like he had 
a tiger by the tail as the machine was 
leaping back and forth across the track 
out of control with Bill somehow manag- 
ing to remain on top of it makinga futile 
effort to regain control. After thrashing 
Bill soundly for about forty yards, the 
machine finally won and pitched him off, 
but Bill was still credited with the win 
as both he and machine slid across the 
finish line. 

The second match race looked like the 
AMA re-incarnated as it brought to the 
line Don Hawley and Stu Morley. What 
made it a little more interesting is the 
fact that they had just had a photo-finish 
in their scratch heat with Stu being top 
dog so it was a matter of determination 
for Hawley as they went at it withall the 
excitement of a national. Morley copped 
the lead in the first lap buthe wasn’t able 
to hold it as Don came back charging and 
took the win by the same two inches that 


Stu had beaten him in the scratch heat. 

The handicap main had all of Rick 
Woods fans on the edge of their seats as 
he sat on the fifty-yard handicap line. 
There is something abouta rider thatcan 
come from behind to take a win that en- 
dears him to the hearts of the spectators 
and Rick hadaccomplished this feat twice 
already and everyone was cheering for 
him, As the flag was dropped, Eric Ol- 
son and Bill Todd jumped into the lead 
while Woods couldn’t seem to find a way 
through the pack and one lap wasalready 
down when he made his bid, Ron Miller 
left a hole for him and Woods started his 
charge and slowly one by one he worked 
his way up tothe second spotas the crowd 
virtually came unglued. As Rick tried to 
get under Eric Olson to take over. the 
lead, Eric closed the gate on him and 
Rick almost lost it but was able to keep 
the machine upright. The little bit of 
time he lost was enough to keep him from 
a chance to pass Eric as Woods had to 
settle for a second spot but the hand he 
received from the crowd as he pulled off 
the track, you would have thought he won. 

It was expected that Woods would take 
the scratch main as he gets off the line 
like he is shot out of a cannon but Stu 
Morley had other ideas as he jumped 
into the lead with Miller and Todd right 
behind him with Woods in fourth, Woods 
made his bid in the second lap and passed 
Todd and then went for Miller and for the 
second time in the evening found that the 
hole he was going through suddenly was 
closed, but this time he couldn’t back off 
enough to keep from bumping Ron rather 
hard and while Ron was able to retain 


‘control of his machine, it put Woods in 


all kinds of trouble as he fought the ma- 
chine clean to the wall before he could 
get control and as he was doing this, Bill 
Todd moved into third.

But if the sun is in your eyes, the side of 
your subject facing you will be in shadow 
and will come out dark. If you must shoot 
into the sun, open your lens 1/2-stop 
over the light meter reading and use a 
lens shade, 

PAN WITH THE ACTION. “Pan” 
means follow the subject with your cam- 
era while you shoot the picture, If you 
hold the camera still while trying to 
shoot a speeding motorcycle, it will 
come out blurred, It will also be easier 
to center the subject in the frame if you 
pan with it, 

HAVE FILM DEVELOPED IMMEDI- 
ATELY. The only way you can be sure 
your technique is right, or correct it if 
it is wrong, is by checking your pictures 
while your memory of how you took them 
is still fresh. If the pictures-are not 
satisfactory, ask the clerk atthe camera 
store toexplain what youare doing wrong. 
He can usually tell simply by examining 
the pictures, 

READ AND FOLLOWINSTRUCTIONS, 
Photography is not difficult, but you do 
have to do certain things in the right 
way. Cameras, light meters and film all 
come with detailed instructions, Read 
and follow the instructions until they 
become second nature to you, If there is 
anything you don’t understand in the in- 
structions, ask your camera store clerk 
to explain them to you. He’ll be glad 
to help, 





AN ERA GONE BY 


By Dick Ranney 

It has been eleven years this June I 
convinced my parents that I could buy a 
full-size motorcycle. My Whizzer had seen its 
better days. I had a job making a fair amount 
of money, plus I had some cash in the bank. 
We went looking and didn’t really have much 
of a selection in that part of Michigan. 

In Flint there were only four motorcycle 
dealers. Flint Indian Sales was and still is 
downtown. At that time they sold J.B.K.’s, a 
little. Sachs powered job of 4 1/2 h.p., plus 
Zundapp 200 & 250 machines and a full line 
of Endfields with the Indian label on them. 
They also had the full Matchless line. 

Over on Dort HWY. was, and still is the 
Harley dealer. He had the nicest store in 
town, a lot of display area and nice big show 
windows. On display was a 165 two stroke 
plus the line of Sportsters and 74’s. Herb 
Johnson Sr. (son is VIP with Buco last I 
knew) had Harleys downtown and Triumph’s 
on the westside. Triumph had the 200 Cub in 

several versions plus 350, 500 & 650 twins. 

Out near Davison was a BSA dealer who 
repaired automobiles and had motorcycles for 
a sideline; kind of afamily outfit. They had a 
175 two-stroke, a 250 ohv, the famous 500 
singles and an assortment of big twins. Herb 
Johnson also had a scooter of some sort and 
had a few NSU’s to sell too. 

On the south end of Flint was the Cushman 
dealer and at the time it was almost every kids 
dream to have a new Eagle. 

I ended up getting a used Matchless 500 
single from a BSA dealer in Millington. I 
weighed 128 Ibs. and rode the machine for 
one whole year before someone showed me 
how to work the compression release and kick 
at the same time. 

It was the spring of "59 when I saw my first 
scrambles, and scrambles it was. If we were to 
put on a scrambles today and have a course 
such as those back then, we would definitely 
get called everything but what we are. 
Straightaways were almost unheard of and the 
more hills, sand, mud and turns you had the 
better. It seemed to be the way to go. 

Today some of those courses would make 
fantastic Moto-Cross tracks. It was almost 
unbelieveable. In one day I saw three riders 
break their collarbones. The courses were very 
narrow, similar to a cowpath. For a man to 
pass it took a lot of nerve. Mud up to the 
footpegs was not uncommon. Neither was 
Jack Pine sand, the deep kind. BSA, Harley 
CH, Aerial, Velocette, Indian and Triumph 
were all competitive mounts in the 
heavyweight class. In the lightweights it was 
Zundapp, Maico, Indian, Triumph Cubs, a few 
Jawa and Nsu’s. 

I remember all the work a Zundapp rider 
used to go through to make his job 
tace-ready. They would fill the crankcases, 
work over the port timing and put on a racing 
funnel. This funnel looked like something 
stolen from a Norton Manx and had a 
gooseneck that came out of the cylinder a few 
inches, the whole thing being about eighteen 
inches long. The machine came as a road 
touring model with big fancy fenders. These 
came off and alloys went in their place. The 
standard muffler looked to be four feet long. 
When a fellow got all through he had a light 
and competitive mount. 

I believe we had many more places to run 
then than we have now. There was a place in 


Millington, which is still run in the deep sugar 
sand. This is one of the places Bart Markel 
learned to ride. There was a place on the edge 
of Flint that was the muddiest scramble I ever 
saw. There was also a gravel pit south of 
Grand Blanc which was one of the 
Unbelievables. Later that year there was a 
race down the road a little farther behind a 
truck stop that would have been a good 
course by todays standard of a rough 
scramble. North of Ortonville was another 
Unbelievable at “Wild Bill McCains” place. 
Bill is an oldtime dirt track rider and one-time 
Indian dealer. His course was one of the best 
around for spectators. You could see all the 
course from almost any point. It had footpeg 
mud, deep sand, some very steep hills, tight 
turns and very short straightaways. 

Clubs used to charge fifty cents to get in 
and riders paid another fifty to ride. Fifty 
riders and five hundred spectators and a club 
was really a big-time operator. Dealers then 
played a big part in scrambles racing. Most 
dealers had teams, or several riders, wearing 
their advertisement on their backs. 

Competition was very keen among them. It 
was not unusual to see Mr. Dealer there with 
his truck supplied with spares and he himself 
getting right down to the repair end of things. 
In the mid-fiftys a few dealers. used to put on 
events themselves and usually would have a 
set of trophies someplace in the store ready 
for the next race. Up till about ’62 a ten inch 
trophy was really lavish. 

This era ended in Michigan about 1962. 
New dealers came in, some went out. BSA 
and Matchless came out with super-hot ready 
to race 250 machines. Nearly all the two 
strokes fell by the wayside. Ducati then 
became quite popular and Harley-Davidson 
came out with the Sprint. The courses were 
graded and oiled and with all this new 250 
equipment sportsman 1/2 miles became quite 
popular. Many new riders came along and 
entries went near the hundred mark. 

Then shortly afterwards came a whole raft 
of Japanese importsandanother bunch of new 
dealers. 

Many of these Johnny-come-lately dealers 
never did much to promote racing or club 
activities. They seemed more like car dealers 
and were more interested in joining the 
country club, buying big fancy homes and 
luxurious automobiles. Although a few are 
very active in motorcycling outside the store, 
many are still not. 

We used to have a lot of fun. You could 
buy a new motorcycle and put a thousand 
miles on it, take it back to your dealer for a 
check up and just about be ready for racing. 
On many of the Post-1960 models almost all 
you had to do was take off the lights, maybe 
change gearing, take off some of the other 
little tidbits and go. If you had the ability 
your chances of winning with a stock motor 
was very good. 

When I was scrambling I was riding a 1948 
Indian single with a rigid heel. There were still 
a few rigid heels running until 1960, then 
they just disappeared. Everyone put them up 
for ice racing. 

Man, you want to have fun, go ice racing. 
Fifty mph on a 1500 foot oval kneeling 
beside Sportster CH cylinders and hanging on 
for dear life, in a side-car going wheel to 
wheel with another job! That though is 
another story I will have to write about 
someday.
